| junction. This was the statement of 
Mayor Walter A. Sims Tuesday. 

When informed of the latest de- 
velopment, George C. Spence, attorney 
for Chief Beavers, declared that the 
police committee is “talking loudly 
to keep up its courage,” and that he 
|is “sure that it will have sense enough 
to not violate Judge Bell's ruling. 

Another development in the police 
situation Tuesday came when Coun- 
cilman J. A. Beall, of the police com- 
mittee, announced reecipt of a com- 
| munication from Attorney Cecil V. 
| Whiddon. in which the, aid of the 
bad debt subcommittee of the police | 
committee was asked in colecting 
$420.50, which it is alleged Chief 
Beavers owes to Mrs. M. T. Me- 
Whorter. editor of The Thursday 
Chronicle, for services rendered during 
the mayoralty campaign last fall. Chief 
Beavers was a candidate for mayor 
in the primary. 

For Campaign Publicity. 

The claim of Mrs. McWhorter’s was 
itemized as folows: For 22,000 let- 
ters multigraphed, folded, envelopes 
addressed, filled and stamped at 2 
cents per letter: total, $440: adver- 
tisement in The Thursday Chronicle, 
$50; other amounts, as specified, $132; 
total amount of claim $622.50. A cash 
credit of $150 @nd $52, paid to clerical 
workers appeared on the bill, leaving 
a total of $420.50. 

The communication signed by Attor 
ney Whiddon was addressed to “The 
Bad Dept Committee, Police Depart-

The two arrests were made after 
‘authorities learned that Mrs. Me- 
Dowell had discharged the negress 
when she found several: articles of 
silver and crockery to be missing and 
that the Nix woman appeared resent- 
ful of the fact that her services were 
dispensed with. Both she and her 
husband claimed to have been asleep 
at the hour the fire was discovered.

H. Phillips, chief of the DeKal» 
eounty police force, and O. G. Me- 
Connell and W, T. Morgan, of the 
Decatur force. Johnnie Nix was 
found et the home of his brother in 
the rear of a residence on South Me- 
Donough street, Decatur. His wife 
was arrested where she is living m 
the rear of 41 Austin avenue, Atlanta, 

The theory that the fire was of ac- 
e‘dental origin, caused either by a 
defective flue or by defective wirtng, 
was accepted early Tuesday by Chief 
Googer, of @e Decatur police force 
but after an examination of the scene 
of the fatal blaze the chief was re- 
quested to assign a man to the case 
to assist officially in a more thorough 
investigation. ' This request was 
granted and O. G. McConnell, city 
police officer, was detailed for the 
work.

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Barrett’s Ban on Indis- 
criminate Search Does 
Not Prevent ‘Investiga- 
tions Without Warrants. 


Practice of Georgia prohibition 
Officers of searching cars for whisky 
was not condemned by Federal Judge 
William H. Barrett, of Savannah, in 
his recent decision, and none of the 
cases in which defendants were re- 
leased were made by members of the 
state squad, according to Fred D. 
Dismuke, prohibition director. who re- 
turned Tuesday from Savannah where 
he and J. W. Powell, legal adviser of 
the squad, conferred with Judge Bar- 
rett relative to the decision. 

Declaring that Judge Barrett's de- 
cision had been grossly misquoted, Mr. 
Dismuke stated that the decésion was 
| nothing more or less than an interpre 
tation of the law as it has applied 
since the enforcement officers hegan 
their duties under the Yolstead act. 

Search Not Forbidden. 


Officers are not forbidden to search 
‘cars without a warrant, Mr. Dismuke 
states, and the decision of Judge Bar- 
'rett does not touch in any way the 
activities of the officers working un- 
der the state director. 

| “What Judge Barrett ruled,” stated 
|Mr. Dismuke, “is that indiscriminate 
| searches of automobiles is illegal. To
